Gainesv ille, Ga., J une 23 (JP) — 
The roughly carv ed lettering of 
a granite slab that may prov e to 
be the grav estone of Virginia 
Dare, first white child born in 
America, was disclosed today by 
Dr. H. J . Pearce, president of 
Brenau college. 
In addition to Virginia Dare, 
the stone bears the names of her 
father, Ananias Dare, and of 15 
others presumably murdered by 
Indians in 15 91, four day s after 
they set foot on the new world. 
It is signed with the name of 
Eleanor Dare, mother of Virginia. 
Dr. Pearce said that if the 
authenticity of this and a com­ 
panion stone now in the Brenau 
college museum can be estab­ 
lished, the my stery of Sir Walter 
Raleigh’s famed “ lost colony ” 
will be near solution. 
One stone was found on the

bank of the Chowan riv er near 
Edenton, N. C., in 1937 by a tour­ 
ist. Its inscription purports to be 
a message from Eleanor Dare to 
her father, Gov . J ohn White, say ­ 
ing sav ages had slain all but 
sev en of the colonists. It tells of 
the burial of 17 on a hill and re­ 
fers to a stone at the burial site 
listing the dead. 
Gov ernor White had gone back 
to England for supplies soon 
after planting the colony in 
Roanoke island at Raleigh’s be­ 
hest in 15 8 7 . European wars de­ 
lay ed his return and when he 


sailed back four y ears later the 
colonists were gone and were 
nev er seen again by white men. 
The first stone found its way 
to Brenau through Dr. Pearce’s 
son, Dr. H. J . Pearce, J r., a his­ 
torian a t Emory univ ersity . Its 
reference to a burial stone spur­ 
red a search for the latter and 
the second stone, unearthed re­ 
cently , also found its way to 
Brenau. 
The Brenau president empha­ 
sized that the college makes no 
claims for the stones but is so 
impressed 
by 
their 
potential 
v alue to history that ex cav ations 
will be undertaken soon in the 
v icinity where the second was 
found.

The house concurred today in 
minor senate amendments to the 
business tax rev ision bill and 
sent the measure to President 
Roosev elt for his signature. 
The legislation, rushed through 
both houses of congress in less 
than a week, wipes out the un­ 
div ided profits tax , which many 
business men denounced, and 
fix es a flat 18 per cent lev y for 
large corporations. 
Haste 
in 
pushing

bill 
through congress was motiv ated 
by ex piration a week from to­ 
day , of ex cise lev ies, which the 
measure reenacts. 
Congressional leaders mean­ 
while called for a post-adjourn­ 
ment study looking toward a top- 
to-bottom ov erhaul of the rev ­ 
enue structure nex t y ear. 
The tax bill, carry ing lev ies de­ 
signed to put $1,6 00,000,000 in 
the federal till for 1940, swept to 
senate passage late y esterday 
without audible dissent. 
Dev ised as the congressional 
answer to business complaints 
against 
“ tax deterrents,” the 
measure then had to go back to 
the house for acceptance of mi­ 
nor senate amendments. Agree­ 
ment was ex pected to be only a 
ormality . 
Besides rev amping the corpor­ 
ation tax structure, the bill con­ 
tinues for two y ears $5 44,000,000 
of ex cise tax es on such articles 
as automobiles, firearms, cos­ 
metics and gasoline. 
For corporations, the measure 
replaces the present undistrib­ 
uted profits tax with a flat 18 
per cent income lev y on compan- 
es earning more than $25 ,000 a 
y ear, and makes other changes 
asked by business. 
Senator Barkley (D-Ky ), the 
majority leader, told reporters 
there are still a lot of rough 
edges” in the tax structure. He 
said it was probable that a joint 
senate-house committee would 
be set up to study the rev enue 
sy stem during the congressional 
recess and draft a bill for pres­ 
entation to the 1940 session. 
“ Although it might be diffi­ 
cult to enact a comprehensiv e 
new tax bill in an election y ear,” 
he added, “ we would at least 
hav e laid the groundwork for 
rev ision.” 
Barkley said that among oth­ 
er things the committee might 
study the adv isability of broad­ 
ening the income tax base and 
remov ing present ex emptions on 
income from federal and state 
securities.

Dr. Pearce said only six of the 
names on the stone corresponded 
to an old list of the colonists 
made by Gov ernor White. These 
are the names of the three Dares 
and of Polle, Smy the and Stoate. 
“It may be,” Pearce su g g ested, 
“th at Gov ernor White made er­ 
rors in his list. Or it is possible 
th at some of the colonists were 
not in g ood standing at home 
and g av e assu med names.
